Mum faces fine after 
ticket blows off dash

A WOMAN has been or¬ 
dered to pay a “harsh” 
parking fine by a coun¬ 
cil despite having a valid 
ticket. 

Hayley Crawford, 39, of 
Chippenham, bought a 
ticket at the West Suffolk 
District Council-owned 
car park in Church Lane, 
Newmarket, before drop¬ 
ping off her 4-year-old 
daughter Millie to dance 
lessons. 

The mother-of-two, 
who was also with her hus¬ 
band Colin and daughter 
Eloise, 1, was concerned 
about the heat, so opened 
their car window slightly 
to keep the vehicle cool 
to make it comfortable on 
their return. 

But upon arriving back 
to the car park, she found 
the ticket had blown out 
of vision and she had re¬ 
ceived a £70 fine. 

Hayley, who parks in 
the same car park three 
times a week, asked the 
district council to revoke 
the fine as she had a valid

ticket - but she was told 
that was not possible. 

“I’m overwhelmed with 
disappointment,” said 
Hayley, who has lived 
in the area for 40 years. 
“We’re clearly the inno¬ 
cent party here doing 
anything we can to be law 
abiding citizens but they 
won’t overturn it. 

“The attendant was just 
doing his job on the basis 
he could not see a ticket 
to verify, but someone 
in parking services has a 
heart and power to cancel 
the fine. 

“They’ve caused stress, 
anxiety and now financial 
hardship to a family with 
young children just be¬ 
cause of an unfair policy, 
which takes no considera¬ 
tion for honest individu¬ 
als. It’s harsh.” 

The West Suffolk web¬ 
site says that producing a 
valid ticket after receiving 
a fine for not displaying a 
ticket was not an accept¬ 
able grounds for appeal. 



This is because the fine 
is issued for failing to 
‘display the ticket’, rather 
than ‘failing to own one’. 

Hayley will only need 
to pay £30 if they pay the 
fine before June 24. If she 
refuses, she could be tak¬ 
en to court. 

When asked if she will 
pay the fine, Hayley said: 
“I haven’t decided yet. 

“I don’t want to because 
I pointed out to them that 
I did everything - we did 
everything - we could 
have done in making the 
ticket face up, we left the 
vehicle and it was fine. 

“It was an unfortunate 
incident that the wind 
blew the ticket off the 
dash, but they’re not pre¬ 
pared to override the fine 
because of some policy 
they have. It’s disappoint¬ 
ing.” 

A council spokeswom¬ 
an confirmed that the 
parking ticket had been 
issued and said: “While 
we have sympathy with 
the frustration of this reg¬ 
ular customer, to be fair 
to all our car park users, 
we enforce the rules even- 
handedly.”

Blood traces on jackets ‘matched’ 
fan Simon Dobbin’s DNA profile

BLOOD found on the jackets 
of two defendants accused of 
violent disorder had a “one in 
a billion” chance of not be¬ 
longing to Cambridge United 
fan Simon Dobbin, a forensic 
scientist claimed. 

Mr Dobbin, 44, from 
Mildenhall, was left with per¬ 
manent brain damage and is 
still unable to walk or talk af¬ 
ter he was attacked in an “un¬ 
provoked” ambush at around 
7.15pm on March 21, 2015, 
following his team’s 0-0 away 
draw with Southend United. 

Basildon Crown Court has 
heard that a group of men 
were looking to attack any 
Cambridge fans in “revenge” 
for an earlier fight. 

Forensic scientist Martin 
Whittaker told jurors that 
some of Mr Dobbin’s clothes 
were analysed and that the 
blood found on all these 
items matched his own. 

Mr Whittaker, said: “We 
found a few small indistinct 
blood stains on the front 
right hand side of a black 
jacket worn by Alex Woods. 

“Blood was also on the 
right sleeve of the jacket and 
lower right of the back of the 
jacket.” 

One blood stain on the 
right sleeve was analysed us¬ 
ing DNA profiling - and a full 
major DNA profile was ob¬ 
tained matching the profile 
of Simon Dobbin. 

Mr Whittaker added: “Ei¬ 
ther this blood was Mr Dob¬ 
bin’s or another person with 
the same DNA profile. 

“However, there is a prob¬ 
ability of one in a billion that 
another person would have 
the same DNA profile as Mr 
Dobbin.” 

A black Stone Island jack¬ 
et, belonging to Thomas 
Randall had blood staining 
matching the DNA profile of 
Simon Dobbin. 

He said the waterproof fine 
weave nature of Randall’s 
jacket meant the blood anal¬ 
ysis proved more difficult. 

Mr Whittaker added: “If an 
item is shiny, non-absorbent, 
or black, it’s very difficult to 
see how blood stains have 
formed and the shininess 
means the blood will change 
its shape very quickly, be¬

cause the blood will sit on 
the surface and stay wet for 
slightly longer.” 

He said he could not deter¬ 
mine exactly how Mr Dob¬ 
bin’s blood came to be on 
Alex Woods’ jacket, or the 
jacket belonging to Thomas 
Randall. 

Last week, CCTV showed 
Mr Dobbin laughing, danc¬ 
ing and clapping just hours 
before the attack, which last¬ 
ed no more than 90 seconds 
but left him with life-chang¬ 
ing injuries. 

During the trial last week, 
jurors were taken through 
hours of CCTV and mobile 
phone evidence. 

Detective Constable Jacqui 
Quinn said CCTV had been 
gathered from various pubs 
and a camera close to Prit- 
tlewell railway station. 

Mobile phones were also 
seized from the defendants 
- with texts on Thomas Ran¬ 
dall’s phone mentioning that 
things were “going to kick off 
big time after the game”. 

There was also mention of 
“lots of Cambs” supporters 
near the Railway Tavern, with 
another text from Randall to 
friends reading: “We’re going 
to ambush them”, the court 
was told. 

Just before 4pm, Randall 


sent another message to 
friends saying “gonna smash 
them”. 

CCTV from throughout the 
day was also played to jurors. 
At 6.42pm, less than an hour 
before the alleged ambush, 
Mr Dobbin and his friend 
William East could be seen 
laughing and dancing in the 
pub, clapping their hands 
and singing. 

The footage showed that 
at 7.07pm the pair decided 
to leave the Blue Boar with 
some other U’s supporters. 

One defendant, Philip 
McGill, is shown still in the 
same pub minutes later, be¬ 
fore phone records show him 
making calls to other defend¬ 
ants Shawyer and Courtnell, 
and then leaving the pub 
himself. 

CCTV also revealed that by 
7.15pm - as Mr Dobbin and 
other U’s fans were thought 
to be making their way back 
home via the station - Ran¬ 
dall, Allen, Carter, Chambers, 
Courtnell and the Woods 
brothers had left the Railway 
Tavern. 

Police custody photos 
showed Alexander Woods 
and Carter had injuries to 
their knuckles after the inci¬ 
dent. 

The trial continues.

Hundreds sign petition for 
CCTV on ‘Yellow Brick Road

MORE than 300 people have signed 
a petition calling for CCTV along a 
pathway - known as a hotspot for 
violent crime. 

Charlotte Green set up the peti¬ 
tion calling for security cameras on 
the footpath known as the Yellow 
Brick Road’ after a spate of mug¬ 
ging, attempted robberies and at¬ 
tacks. 

The so-called Yellow Brick Road’ 
runs along Exeter Road, Fred Arch¬ 
er Way and Mill Hill, in Newmarket. 

As of yesterday, the petition 
‘Have CCTV installed along the Yel¬ 
low Brick Road Newmarket’ had 
324 signatures - more than the 
200 needed to have the subject 
discussed by Forest Heath District 
Council. 

Miss Green, who lives in New¬ 
market and whose father was a lo¬ 
cal police officer and part of the 
Safe Neighbourhood team, told 
the News : “I was raised to believe 
Newmarket was a jewel in the horse 
racing community and a safe place 
to be. 


“In recent weeks and months, 
probably going back to the closure 
of Newmarket Police Station, the 
number of crimes has increased ex¬ 
ponentially.” 

She believes this is due to “peo¬ 
ple knowing there is no kind of 


protection along the route, and 
the nearest police response being 
a minimum of 10 minutes away at 
Mildenhall”. 

The petition appears to have 
struck a chord with many signato¬ 
ries writing messages of support on 


the change.org website. 

Suzanne Woods said: “As long as 
I can remember, the Yellow Brick 
Road has had troubles. When I was 
a child, my mum always told me to 
stay clear.” 

Another, Newmarket resident 


Natalie Jack said: “I want me and 
my daughter, friends and family to 
be able to walk down there and feel 
safe!” 

The Yellow Brick Road’ has seen 
several violent attacks in the last 
few months. 

On Wednesday, June 7, a woman 
was approached by two women 
with a knife who tried to march 
her to a cashpoint in an attempted 
mugging. A woman was punched 
and knifed in the face during an as¬ 
sault on the evening of May 27. And 
in March, an 18-year-old man was 
arrested and bailed in connection 
with a reported rape of a girl in her 
late teens walking alone in the area. 

Miss Green said: “I also know 
adults who, due to recent events, 
have had to change their routes 
home or even consider taking tax¬ 
is on a nightly basis as it isn’t safe 
to use (the path) alone or even in 
small groups anymore. 

“I believe CCTV would prevent 
further crimes. The response the 
petition has gained proves this is 
important to the residents of New¬ 
market.” 

The petition will be discussed by 
Forest Heath at a full council.

Airman's mum 
still sure he is 
at landfill site 

THE mum of missing airman 
Corrie McKeague has described 
the gruelling process of specialists 
searching for her son at the landfill 
site. 

Nicola Urquhart, 47, is still 
confident that her son is in the site 
at Milton, where police have been 
searching since March, as they are 
now finding items consistent with 
where Corrie was last seen. 

On the Find Corrie Facebook 
page, Nicola wrote: "The search 
at the landfill continues, and will 
continue. 

"At this time Suffolk Police are 
finding items of rubbish that have 
either locations and/or dates on 
them consistent with the rubbish 
that would have been lifted from 
Bury St Edmunds on the night Corrie 
went missing. 

"Along with the tachograph and 
GPS analysis they have carried out - 
which pinpoints the location of the 
cab dumping the rubbish into the 
landfill cell - it shows they are still 
looking in the right area. 

"The process the police are using, 
without going into too much detail, 
is they pick an amount of rubbish up 
with heavy mechanical machinery 
and then lay it on the ground for the 
search team police officers to rake 
through, looking for Corrie, but also 
looking for items as small as his keys 
or phone."

THE girlfriend of missing serviceman Corrie McKeague 
has given birth - revealing the news on Father’s Day. 

April Oliver broke the news by posting a picture on 
Facebook of her beaming at the camera, cradling a 
newborn girl in her arms. 

The sleeping babe can be seen snuggled up on the 
21-year-old’s chest with her tiny hand outstretched 
from beneath a blanket. 

The birth comes two weeks after April, from Down- 
ham Market, Norfolk, was hospitalised over fears stress 
from the continuing search for Corrie could harm the 
baby. 

She first revealed she was expecting Corrie’s baby 
two weeks after he disappeared. 

April, who had been dating the missing RAF gunner 
for five months before his disappearance, previously 
posted a black and white picture cradling her bump. 

In a poignant message to her then unborn child she 
wrote: “You bring me so much pain yet just as much 

joy. 

“Your daddy would be so proud of you, my little one, 
and would love you as much as I do. 

“Corrie will be part of both of us forever, no-one can 
take that away.” 

Corrie went missing after a night out in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds on September 23. 

Police are currently in week 14 of a search to try and 
find his body at the Milton landfill site, near Cam¬ 
bridge.

I have had communications with 
the local Police Safer Neighbourhood 
Teams about doing random speed 
checks which if they have done 
them, has not made the slightest 
difference. 

It is also great to see so many other 
roads in Newmarket have also been 
resurfaced, the most in a short time 
in the 25 years I have lived here. 

It's about time Suffolk County 
Council spent some money on the 
infrastructure in Newmarket which 
was beginning to look like Dodge 
City. Remember Newmarket is the 
Headquarters of Horse Racing in 
Great Britain and I daresay from 
all the talk we hear of the large 
contribution they make to our 
economy, hopefully, pay a large 
contribution in taxes - so yes we 
deserve it.

Keep your dog 
safe and cool 

A YEAR ago, June 16, was one of the 
toughest days I've had as an RSPCA 
inspector. 

I've been with the RSPCA for 
almost 20 years and some of the 
things I've seen during that time have 
made me angry while others have 
broken my heart. 

On June 16, 2016, my heart broke 
not only for three dogs who lost their 
lives, but also for their owner. 

It was overcast that day and 
between 16-19C. Three dogs were 
left in a car while their owner went 
into the gym in Peterborough. By 
the time I was called to the scene by 
police, all three dogs had perished. 

A heart-breaking illustration of why 


our message every summer is simple: 
Dogs Die in Hot Cars. 

No one leaves their dogs in a car 
to die on purpose. They believe 
their dog will be fine for 'just a few 
minutes'. 

They leave their pets because it's 
convenient, while they pop into the 
shop to pick up milk or to go for a 
quick bite to eat at the pub. And 
when they return to find a police 
officer or RSPCA inspector waiting for 
them, their response is usually along 
the lines of: "I was only five minutes." 
But in reality not long is too long. 

Sometimes they might apologise 
and listen to our advice. But many, 
who believe their pets are fine, insist 
that onlookers who reported them are 
overreacting. Then, they get into their 
car and, without exception, drive off 
with their windows down and their air 
conditioning on. It's too hot for them 
inside their car - where temperatures, 
within an hour, can soar to 47C - but 
their dog, in his thick fur coat, will be 
fine. It's baffling. 

I can't unsee the terrible things 
I have seen. When you go home 
at night, it's difficult to put out 
of your mind the suffering of any 
animal left in the heat - in a car, a 
conservatory, even a caravan - as they 
frantically pace, gasping for air and try 
desperately to find a way to escape. 

It's hard to think of anything more 
frightening for them. 

So, in my desperate attempts to 
stop any more pets from suffering 
this horrendous fate - and any more 
owners having their beloved pet's 
death on their conscience - I'm 
pleading with owners this summer: 
please never leave your dog in the 
car. Leave them at home where they 
will be safe and cool. And where they 
will survive.

Questions raised over market 
after only one trader turns up 

THE future of Newmarket’s market is 
being questioned following a Tuesday 
when only one trader turned up. 

The solitary stall still meant the 
58-space Market Square car park was 
unavailable to the public, causing 
considerable frustration. 

“Can anyone explain why the whole 
market car park is shut down for one 
market stall?” asked Wayne Goodman 
on the Facebook group Newmarket: 

What’s wrong with it and how can we 
fix it. 

Markets are held on Tuesdays and 
Saturdays in the car park and as a re¬ 
sult, the car park is unavailable until 
6pm on those days. 

Newmarket Vision, a partnership of 
public, private and voluntary sector 
groups set up to improve the town, 
wrote in their last e-newsletter that 
parking is “of prime concern in the 
town”, which raises questions about 
wasted car parking space when the 
market is not full. 

A council spokesman from Forest 
Heath blamed heavy rain for the lack 
of traders that week, but suggested the 
market format is being reviewed. 

“Although it is not possible to adjust 
the car parking on a day-by-day basis,

we are looking at the format of the 
whole of the market,” he said. 

“We want it to thrive, along with the 
whole High Street, and a lot of ideas 
are being worked on, with partners 
and through Newmarket Vision. 

“While this is happening, we hope 
people will continue to support their 
market and shop locally.” 

But Newmarket’s trade has slowed 
in recent years, and many residents 
are questioning the market’s survival. 
There are just eight regular stalls com¬ 
pared to 40 a few years back. 

Cllr David Bowman, portfolio hold¬ 
er for markets at Forest Heath District 
Council, previously told the News: 
“We would like to see the market come 
back to life. If the market is thriving, 
the town is thriving, so the more we 
can do for it the better.”

Injured jockey 
loses appeal

A NEWMARKET jockey 
who suffered a career end¬ 
ing injury in a fall while out 
exercising a “spooked” race¬ 
horse has lost his £1 million 
battle for compensation. 

David Lynch, 40, sus¬ 
tained a “traumatic brain 
jury” after falling from his 
mount ‘Wolfofwallstreet’ 
along a sand track beside 
Moulton Road in April 2014. 

London’s High Court 
heard that Mr Lynch was 
“riding at a walking pace in 
a string of racehorses when 
they were spooked. The 
spooking had a “domino 
effect”, which caused the 
horses to whip around. 

Mr Lynch’s horse followed 
suit, “whipping to the right 
and left before falling over”. 

The jockey toppled to the 
ground along with Wolfof¬ 
wallstreet, striking his head 
and being knocked out cold. 

The accident has affected

his powers of memory and 
concentration, and he may 
never again work as a jock¬ 
ey, the court was told. 

Mr Lynch, from Newmar¬ 
ket, sued Ed Walker Racing 
Ltd, for whom he was then 
working as a stable lad. 

He brought his claim un¬ 
der the 1971 Animals Act, 
which his legal team argued 
imposed a “strict liability” 
on Ed Walker Racing as the 
horse’s “keeper”. 

His case was tried at Cam¬ 
bridge County Court in 
january, but a judge ruled 
against Mr Lynch, dashing 
his hopes of winning com¬ 
pensation. 

Appealing to the High 
Court, his barrister Mr john 
Snell argued that Wolfof¬ 
wallstreet had a distinct ten¬ 
dency to be spooked which 
made the two-year-old colt 
hazardous to ride. 


Due to that characteris¬ 
tic, he was “likely, unless 
restrained, to cause dam¬ 
age of the kind which was 
in fact caused”, the barrister 
argued. 

But Mr justice Langstaff 
ruled in favour of Ed Walk¬ 
er Racing and rejected Mr 
Lynch’s appeal. 

The judge noted that the 
line of horses was travelling 
slowly at the time and that 
Mr Lynch fell onto grass. 

There was nothing unu¬ 
sually hazardous about the 
colt’s reaction of “whipping 
round,” he added. 

The judge said: “I am 
satisfied there was a suf¬ 
ficient evidential basis for 
the judge to conclude that 
an accident was not reason¬ 
ably to be expected. 

“It had not happened to 
any of the other riders. 

“The judge was entitled 
to reach the conclusion she 
did, and I can’t see that she 
was perverse or in error in 
reaching that conclusion. 

“The appeal is dismissed.”

County force failing to record 7,000 


CONCERNS have been raised after it emerged 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary fails to record 
an estimated 7,000 reported crimes each 
year - including some sexual offences against 
children. 

Her Majesty's Inspectorate of Constabulary 
(HMIC) has revealed that, while improvements 
have been made, the force "requires 
improvement", noting the constabulary is 
currently under-recording sexual offences 
(excluding rape) and violence crimes. 

According to the 2017 Crime Data 
Integrity inspection report: "Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary has made concerted efforts 
to improve crime-recording accuracy since 
HMIC's 2014 Crime Data Integrity inspection 
report. The majority of officers and staff have 
made progress in placing the victim at the 
forefront of their crime-recording decisions. 

"Work remains to be done, however. 

Despite advances, based on the findings 
of our examination of crime reports for the 
period March 1, 2016, to August 31,2016, 
we estimate that the force fails to record over 
7,000 reported crimes each year." 

Acting Chief Constable (ACC) Dan Vajzovic 


said: "As HMIC has recognised, we have made 
a concerted effort to improve the way we 
record crime accurately since their Crime Data 
Integrity inspection in 2014, and we continue 
to put the victims at the heart of our crime 
recording decisions. 

"We have made significant progress 
against all of the recommendations made in 
the 2014 report, including introducing new 
crime-recording processes and establishing 
the Victim and Witness Hub, which provides 
support services to all victims of crime - but 
particularly those who are most vulnerable in 
our community. 

"That said, we recognise there is still more 
work to do, and we have already put in place 
systems to ensure crime is reported at the first 
point of contact, either through an officer at 
the scene, the force control room or the police 
service centre (101 calls). 

"We continue to look at the most 
appropriate timing and method of contact 
we have with victims, depending on both the 
type of crime they have suffered and their 
vulnerability, our use of language line to engage 
with victims for whom English is not their first

awards creator 

NEWMARKET man Tony Gearing, 
pictured, was awarded an MBE in 
the Queen’s Birthday Honours for 
services to young people in the UK. 

As a journalist, Tony became 
concerned that young people were 
being negatively portrayed in the 
media, and in 2004 he created the 
Young People of the Year (YOPEY) 
Awards to celebrate the achievements 
of young people aged 10-25 who “give 
to others”. More than 6,000 young 
people have been nominated for a 
YOPEY award. 

Tony said: “It’s fantastic to get this 
recognition, but it’s also recognition 
for all the young people involved in 
YOPEY.”

language, and our collection of diversity data 
from victims of crime." 

The report also says the constabulary had 
failed to record reports of sexual offences 
against children and adults. Nearly 9 per cent 
of reported sex offences were not recorded. 

According to the report: "Those failings are 
significant given the very serious nature of 
sexual offences and the harm that they cause to 
their victims. 

"We found that the constabulary had failed 
to record reports of sexual offences against both 
adults and children. These include offences of 
inciting children to engage in sexual activity." 

An NSPCC spokesman for the East of 
England told the News : "It is concerning that 
some child sex offences are going unrecorded 
by Cambridgeshire Police, which could mean 
vulnerable young victims are being denied the 
vital support they are entitled to. 

"However, overall improvement in recording 
crimes and supporting vulnerable victims is a 
positive step that should be built upon. 

"Cambridgeshire Police must now act to 
implement the recommendations of the 
HMIC's report without delay."

CORRIE MCKEAGUE 

Partying and girls were 
the loves of his life, says 
missing Corrie’s dad

THE story of Corrie McKeague’s disappear¬ 
ance after a night out clubbing with friends 
in Bury St Edmunds has gripped the nation. 

Speculation surrounds every twist and 
turn in the hunt for the 23-year-old RAF gun¬ 
ner, who was last seen on CCTV entering the 
loading bay of a refuse collection site last 
September. 

In an exclusive interview with the News his 
father Martin, 48, opened up about his son, 
who many people have come to know simply 
as ‘Corrie’. 

“He had a great personality. You know, he 
could be a bit of a handful but he would put a 
smile on your granny’s face,” he said. 

Pictures released by the McKeague fam¬ 
ily show him to be a fresh-faced young man, 
with a wide grin and a twinkle in his eye. 

The party-loving Scot was also known to 
have a fondness for karaoke and being a bit 
of a showman, prompting his mother to call 
him “not so much a social butterfly as a social 
hand grenade”. 

His stepmother Trisha described him as al¬ 
ways being the first at a party to get people 
up to dance. 

The medium built 5ft lOin airman also had 
a good singing voice and playful dress sense. 
He was wearing a pink shirt, white jeans and 
brown Timberland boots on the night he dis¬ 
appeared. 

“The loves of his life were partying and 
girls. Girls were Corrie’s passion,” said Mar¬ 
tin. 

His other loves included his car - on the 
night of his disappearance he drove into Bury 
St Edmunds in his BMW Z4 sports car - and 
his French bulldog cross puppy Louelle. 

He also had a good relationship with his 
brothers, Darroch, 21, and Makeyan, 25, 
though they fought growing up. 

When Corrie left the Flex Nightclub in St 
Andrews Street, Bury St Edmunds, in the 
early hours of September 24 he was spotted 
on CCTV in a drunken state and sleeping in a 
doorway for a couple hours before he disap¬ 
peared. 

After months of investigation police have 
now shifted their search to the Milton land¬ 
fill, near Cambridge, where they strongly sus¬ 
pect his body lies, buried among thousands 
of tons of rubbish. 

“He probably drank too much” admits 
Martin. 

“So there is a point there. He probably over 
indulged. I have seen all the footage and he 
is definitely worse when he wakes up after 
sleeping. 

“He was definitely street-smart...but his 
sleeping habits, sleeping on top of rubbish or 
whatever, I didn’t know Corrie to do that.” 


Corrie was then spotted stumbling into the 
refuse site behind a Greggs, never to be seen 
again. 

His dad, who was formerly a bin man, re¬ 
mains convinced his body was picked up in 
a refuse lorry and taken to the Milton landfill 
site more than 30 miles away. 

Martin says when Corrie was a boy - the 
middle child of the three he has with ex-wife 
Nicola Urquhart - they had a good relation¬ 
ship, but one which was not without its “ups 
and downs”. 


Corrie, he said, didn’t take his parents’ di¬ 
vorce well, which happened when he was 
about 11 years old. 

“He’d often act up and was hard to control, 
but was like any other kid I presume,” says 
Martin. “He played rugby, like his brother. 

“After Nicola and I split up and I met Trisha 
she was a big part of the boys’ lives. It wasn’t 
a very good separation...I didn’t want her to 
leave me.” 

He also worked off-shore for weeks at a 
time on the oil rigs and there is a sense he 
tried to compensate for this by finding com¬ 
mon ground with a young Corrie. 

They had a love of motorbikes in common 
and movies such as Lord of the Rings and Star 
Wars. 

Martin continued: “Corrie was very good at 
impersonating characters off films. He had a 
T for impersonating.” 

As he grew up it took a while for his son to 
get on his feet and when Martin and his new 
wife moved to Crete in 2010, he paid to sup¬ 
port the upkeep of Corrie and his brother, 
who shared a flat in Dunfermline, Scotland. 


He had a great personality. You 
know, he could be a bit of a 
handful but he would put a smile 
on your granny’s face

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When he joined the RAF he would also visit 
the couple several times a year. 

“Every time I came back I was at them and 
I cleaned the place, bought them stuff from 
clothes to beds, food, you name it,” he recalls. 

Joining the RAF was the making of Corrie, 
says his dad - but did he always want to join 
the air force? 

“No,” says Martin. “He wanted to be a 
[commercial] pilot but he was dyslexic and 
didn’t think he would be able to do it. 

“When he was younger that was all he ever 
used to go on about, being a fighter pilot, and 
when he joined the air force it was his proud¬ 
est moment. 

“I flew back for his passing out parade 
when he joined the RAF He was a gunner in 
number two regiment. He worked with the 
UN, I’m not too sure if people know this. He 
was committed.” 

For a time Corrie was stationed in France, 
Sudan - where he got badly sunburnt - and 
even completed a sailing course in Brazil. 

He was well liked by his team, who Martin 


says he had the ‘privilege’ of meeting when 
they helped police hand out flyers for infor¬ 
mation about Corrie’s disappearance in Bury 
St Edmunds. 

Later, Martin said he had to find out second 
hand about the birth of Corrie’s child. 

He claimed April had the baby on Wednes¬ 
day, June 14. “I’m not in the business of start¬ 
ing rumours and felt it was up to April Oliver 
to announce her own child’s date of birth,” he 
said. 

“I can only imagine that she’s waited four 
days until Father’s Day to make this an¬ 
nouncement because she must have been 
recovering. We wish mother and baby all the 
best.” 

He was also keen to stress that Corrie knew 
about April’s pregnancy before he disap¬ 
peared, which he emphasised is a “matter of 
police record”.

Oh, honey, 
don't bee 
alarmed . . . 
it's a swarm! 


IT'S swarming season, and 
Newmarket's Studlands Park estate 
has become the latest site for a honey 
bee invasion. 

Sharon Webb was hanging her 
washing out in the garden when she 
heard a loud buzzing noise. 

She told the News: "As soon as I 
heard the buzzing, I thought that's it, 
I'm going inside." 

Taking her guinea pigs with her, she 
barricaded herself inside the house 
and watched in alarm as thousands 
of the stinging insects, which measure 
about 15mm each, descended. 

"The whole garden was completely 
covered in bees," she said. 

But Ms Webb stayed calm and 
turned to Facebook group 'Studlands 
Residents' for help with the invasion. 

Within 10 minutes she was 
contacted by local swarm collector 
William Owen, who offered to go and 
remove the wild colony attached to 
her garden bird bath. 

The following morning, Mr Owen 
arrived kitted out in a full protective 
suit to usher about 4,000 bees into 
a wooden box with a dustpan and 
brush. 

Small holes were left in the top of 
the box ready to allow around 200 or

so bees - who were off scouting for 
a potential nesting site - to rejoin the 
colony later. 

All the bees were accounted for 
by 8pm and were taken to hives in 
Dullingham. 

Honey bees often swarm in late 
spring. A new queen is produced 
by a colony and leaves with several 


thousand workers to set up a new 
nest to rear her own brood. 

When the queen settles, as she 
did on Ms Webb's bird bath, she is 
surrounded by a protective ball of 
bees, while scouts are sent out to find 
potential sites for a nest. 

Wild bee colonies are under threat 
from a virus passed on by mites, so 


homeowners are urged by the British 
Beekeepers' Association to contact a 
local swarm collector, like Mr Owen, 
to remove a swarm rather than 
attempt to destroy it. 

Once the initial shock of the swarm 
had subsided and the bees had begun 
to clump together, Ms Webb regained 
composure. 


"I went back into the garden - once 
I could see that they had stopped 
flying around - to bring in the rest of 
my washing," she told the News. "But 
it's not every day you see something 
like that!"

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She's been bitten by 
snakes, threatened by 
lions and eaten bugs. 
Survivalist Megan Hine 
explains to HANNAH 
STEPHENSON what 
inspires her to take on 
dangerous challenges 

M EGAN HINE has had 
more hair-raising 
experiences in the 
world's harshest terrains, 
than all the celebs 
who've appeared on the reality TV 
survival shows she's worked on. 

Megan, 32, is the woman who 
scouts locations for shows fronted 
by the likes of Bear Grylls, working 
out what is and isn't possible for 
series such as Man vs Wild, Mission 
Survive and The Island. She sets up 
stunts, attempts hazards before 
celebrities sign up, and leads 
expeditions for people wanting to 
test themselves to the limit. 

Only a few weeks ago while 
rigging a stunt in Kenya, she was 
caught in crossfire between two 
tribes fighting over ownership of a 
herd of goats, and escaped by 
wading through a river awash with 
man-eating crocodiles. 

On another occasion, she was 
packing away some expedition 
tents in Namibia when a scorpion 
dropped onto her ankle, stinging 
her twice. Megan recognised it as 
the most poisonous scorpion in 
the country, and knew if she 
panicked, her blood pressure 
would rise and the venom would 
do its damage quicker. She 
managed to keep calm until the 
expedition medic could hook her 
up to some life-saving intravenous 
antihistamine. 

Last year in New Mexico, she was 
bitten by a snake. Had it been a 
coral snake medical help was too 
far away. Luckily, it was the 
similar-looking mountain king 
cobra - and she lived to tell the tale. 

She has now written about her 
adventures in her new book, Mind 
Of A Survivor, which also explores 
the psychology of survival and the 
inspiration behind her chosen 
often-hazardous path, the joys of a 
life outdoors and the benefits of 
being pushed to your limits. 

"One week, I'll be in a desert 
looking for water courses, the next 
in a jungle, wondering how we can 
get a shot of a presenter abseiling 
through a waterfall,'' she explains. 

Megan is often asked how she 
feels when faced with a death- 
threatening situation. 

"There's an underlying reason 
why my body and mind recover 
quickly from near-death 
encounters,” she writes. "I accept 
that what I do is dangerous. I don't 
want to die, and I don't want to be 
severely injured, but I understand 
that what I do for a living comes 
with a lot of risk.” 

As a mountain leader, she was 
taking expeditions in the Alps and 
Himalayas when she was invited to 
work with Bear Grylls on his Man 
vs Wild show around 10 years ago. 
"It's amazing working with him," 



she enthuses. "Right from the start, 
he made me feel like part of the 
team. At the time of our first shoot, 

I was living in my van in Chamonix. 
When he found out he sent me this 
massive box of down jackets and 
warm clothing. 

"That is who he is. It was really 
lovely and I've been part of his 
team ever since. It's just incredible 
and such an amazing experience.” 

She may not have wrapped 
herself in a seal's carcass to keep 
warm, as Grylls has, but she has 
certainly eaten some pretty 
disgusting things in the wild. 

"I know some people would be 
grossed out at the thought of eating 
bamboo worms or maggots or 
mealworms, but that's stuff I would 
eat on an expedition. 

"The worst and most distressing 
thing I've eaten is a Philippine 
delicacy called balut, which is a 
fertilised egg with a little chicken 
inside it. You have to boil it and 
then you eat it. It's a bit gamey. 

"I don't know what it is about it, I 
think it's the little chick's massive 
head and tiny body and its huge 
eyes. That really gets me every time. 


I find it quite slimy. When you bite 
into its head, it kind of explodes." 

Canterbury-born Megan, who 
spends a lot of time in North Wales 
when she's not in the wild, grew up 
in the outdoors. Her father was a 
geologist and there was a lot of 
hiking, exploring forests and 
climbing mountains during family 
holidays. 

She took a degree in outdoor 
education and pursued 
mountaineering, taking parties on 
expeditions. She even met her 
partner, Stani, who does a similar 
job, when they were both guiding 
expeditions in the Arctic. 

"Now we are fortunate we can 
work together,” she says. 

Although she says she doesn't 
think much about retaining a 
feminine side, spending most of 
her time in outdoor clothing, she 
admits she does like to glam up 
from time to time. 

"I do love occasionally getting 
dressed up, putting on a dress and 
make-up and going out. That's what 
is so cool about being female and 
doing what I'm doing.” 

Her hectic schedule includes 


challenging team-building 
adventures, working with young 
people, guiding school groups into 
extraordinary environments or 
showing young entrepreneurs 
different ways to build their 
resilience and coping strategies. 

Away from work, she finds it hard 
to switch off. "Considering the 
things I see and deal with on a daily 
basis, when I come back, I find it 
harder and harder to do mundane 
things like my taxes. 

"I unwind by mountain biking 
and climbing, when my brain is 
totally on the trail of what I'm doing 
and I can leave everything behind.” 

She has, inevitably, sustained 
various injuries over the years. 

"I've had minor breaks, strains 
and things. My pelvis at the 
moment is unstable because I took 
a fall off a cliff on a job and knocked 
my pelvis out. But I seem to be a 
magnet for bugs. 

"I've had malaria and Lyme 
disease. Those things and random 
bugs take weeks to shake off, but 
you're not really sure what they are, 
those are my biggest worries.” 

And her worst fear? 

Scaling death-defying rock faces, 
perhaps, or battling man-eating 
crocs, venomous snakes or other 
poisonous critters? 

No. 

"I actually get terrified about 
flying in helicopters. That's the time 
I struggle to control my emotions.”

Kate relies on a tatty copy of The 
Woolgrower's Companion, a difficult 
farm manager and his orphaned 
nephew, two Italian POWs and an 
aboriginal maid. 

As Kate battles to save the farm 
from the bank, there are 
misunderstandings, hidden 
treasure, forbidden love and a 
disturbing secret. 

Rhoades paints a vivid picture of 
the Australian bush, the strict 
social code, snobbery and racism.

Every exterior panel has been

BMW stretches its GT 
from a five to a six 


Y OU'VE heard of stretched limos - now 
get ready to welcome the stretched 
Grand Tourismo. 

In fact, the latest GT from BMW has only 
been stretched by 87mm compared with its 
predecessor - even so, the German maker 
feels that its latest saloon-cum-coupe-cum- 
estate cross-over reflects such a major step 
forward it has given it a new name. 

So, say good-bye to the 5 Series Gran 
Turismo and get ready to welcome the 6 
Series Gran Turismo which will be given its 
world premiere at the Frankfurt motor show 
in September and go into production soon 
after. 

The re-branding may be little more than 
a marketing ploy, but according to BMW 
it is because the new model takes the 
characteristics of the 5 Series GT to another 
level. 

Whether owners of the outgoing model 
will agree is another matter, however, given 
that their motors have become obsolete. 

The new 6 Series Gran Turismo clearly 
takes its cues from its predecessor, but its 
design offers a more athletic, sportier stance. 

Although it is 87mm longer and the same 
width, the car's height has been reduced 


by 21 mm, while the rear end has been 
lowered by 64mm. 

The changes have contributed to a more 
low-slung silhouette without compromising 
on interior space or practicality, says BMW, 
with more headroom and what it calls 
"ample" legroom. 

Thanks to the increased length the new 
model offers 110 litres more boot space 
with a total of 610 litres with the rear seats 
in place and 1,800 litres when the backrests 
are folded down - up 100 litres. The 
electrically operated tailgate sits above a sill 
which has been lowered by more than five 
centimetres and is now flush with the floor 
for improved loading capability. 

Initially the new Gran Turismo will be 
offered with a choice of three engines - 
two and three litre petrol and a three litre, 
six-cylinder diesel - while the BMW xDrive 
all-wheel-drive system will be available in 
two of the three variants in the model line¬ 
up. All versions will come with an eight- 
speed Steptronic transmission with paddles 
as standard. 

Prices will start from £46,810, rising to 
£52,705 when the new model goes on sale 
in the UK later this year.
